Bukharest Is a Great Artifttio and Edu­ 
c a t io n a l C e n te r . 
Describing Bukharest, the capital of 
Roumauia, a statem ent Issued by the 
National Geographic society says: 
“The Roumanians have spared no ef­ 
fort or thought toward making Bukha- 
rest, thotr capital city, a real capital 
nnd not Just one of the larger Balkan 
towns, cut to the severe design of the 
modern commercial city th at Is found 
throughout the west. 
The whole his­ 
tory of the Roumanians since the cast­ 
ing off of the Turkish yoke l*as been 
one of conservative progress leavened 
with enterprise, of thrift lightened by 
keen appreciation of the embellish 
ments and pleasures of life. 
And in 
Rukharest one finds more artistic, liter 
ary and scientific life than in any oilier 
part of the peninsula. 
"Bukharest is an attractive city of 
300,000. It is laid out with many heoml 
boulevards and avenues, as becomes a 
capital, and ins, as Parts, Berlin and 
Washington, famous drives and parks 
within its area, an ‘avenue of parades’ 
and zoological and botanical gardens. 
The city is built in u hollow between 
the hilts upon both sides of the Dambo- 
vitn river, which Is crossed by twelve 
ornate bridges. 
There are some truly 
magnificent buildings upon its broad 
thoroughfares, among the most prom! 
nent of which are the royal palace, the 
university, tho national theater and the 
pnluce ©f Justice. Bukharest has some 
squalid sections, w ith narrow, crook­ 
ed streets, but these are reminiscences 
of the Turkish regime and are fust dis­ 
appearing. 
While Rukharest docs a 
considerable commercial business, It Is 
of no importance industrially. 
“Bukharest, like our own capital, has 
been developed primarily as a capital. 
The Roumanians have chosen Paris 
and Vienna as their models and have 
produced a Judicious blending of the 
two upon the much smaller Balkan 
scale. 
Bukharest has plenty of good 
music, nnd its people, who gather in 
the concert halls or enjoy the free mili­ 
tary concerts in the evening along 
some promenade, are appreciative and 
critical listeners. The national theater 
brings varied offerings, and that the 
best. 
Then the entertainm ents of the 
little capital are discreet imitations of 
social Paris, with a touch of mild 
Viennese 
friendliness. 
Furthermore. 
Bukharest, as also becomes a European 
capital, is a great educational center. 
Its schools, academies, colleges nnd uni­ 
versity are models for Balkan coun­ 
tries."

Idlewild, the prime of which dleil, 
leaving only one daughter, Naroiana.

The prime minister re 
reived the diplomats, sddressing them 
in hexameters, lauding their sovereign 
and welcoming them to Idlewild. then 
turned them over to the minister of 
finance, who poured forth such melo 1 
dies on his violin that they were in 
raptures, forgetting all about the debt 
they had l*eon sent to collect.

and the judges thereof. 
Became a law March 19, I9U. wtth ths 
approval of the Governor. Passed, thtee- 
tlfths being present. 
Th© People of th# Btate ef New York, 
represented tn Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows:
